The American Hierarchy is meeting in Washington 
this month as usual. The Bishops of the United States 
have received through Archbishop Bonzano, the Apos- 
tolic Delegate at Washington, the new decree of the 
Consistorial Congregation relating to the National 
Catholic Welfare Council. This decree is based on 
new data forwarded to the Vatican by American Bish- 
ops. Bishop Schrembs who went to Rome on the ques- 
tion asked His Holiness what message he would take 
back to the Administrative Committee of Bishops. His 
Holiness replied: “Tell them I expect the Bishops to 
meet in Washington and to arrange to go on with the 
work of the National Catholic Welfare Council. The 
Council and the Bishops have my blessing and now 
that their difficulties. are over, I trust that they will 
earnestly set to work in harmonious spirit for the wel- 
fare of Church and Country.” 

The National League of Pathfinders, known in At- 
lanta as the Twelve Twenty Club expelled six of its 
members because they voted, as members of the City 
Council, to re-elect John N. Malone, a Catholic, to the 
Board of City Assessors. Mr. Malone, a member of 
the board for twelve years, was defeated by a small 
margin although no attempt was made to attack his 
official record. 

One of the largest and most constructive conven- 
tions of The Catholic Press Association ever held was 
that which convened in Cleveland July 28-29. A reso- 
lution was adopted thanking the [lierarchy for their 
help in extending the usefulness of the Catholic Press 
The Secretary’s report showed that twenty Active 
members and seven Associate members had been added 
since the last Convention.
